freely than olhers, silver among the 
metals being the best conductor, and as 
a unit of measurement is taken at 1000. 
Compared with silver as a conductor 
gold is 981, copper 845, zinc 641, tin422, 
steel 397 and wrought iron 136. Glass, 
wood, gases, liquids and resinous sub- 
stances 
are bad conductors. 
Water is 


such a poor conductor that ifheat is 
applied to the top itwillboilat the top 
whilethe bottom willremain cold.

The 


oldsoldier has entirely recovered from 
his rough experience inthePhilippines, 
and his familiarform bids fair tomin- 
gle with his old associates at the Pre- 
sidio for many a long day. His name 
isCarlRichter. 


The physicians 
shook their heads 


dubiously. 
They had no hope that the 


old soldier would live;he was toolow 
and the excitement 
too great. 
He 


smiled weakly; he was going to show 
them that the wisest heads could some- 
times be mistaken, and he had no in- 
tention of dying in sight of the prom- 
ised land. Hisvery determination car- 
riedhim through the trying ordeal and 
he was finally resting on one of the 
littlewhite beds in the Presidio hospi- 
tal.

They had gone out hale, hearty soldier 
boys, with life spreading 
out like a 


grand panorama before them and filled 
with possibilities of a future attended 
withsuccess and possibly fame. 
They 


were going to be so brave and go into 
the very thickest of the fight or wher- 
ever their country called them. 
They 


might come back covered with scars, 
but what ofit—that was only asoldier's 
fate! The dream was ended; they were 
coming home, some wounded by Fili- 
pino bullets, but more suffering from 
disease that had sent the strong, young 
soldiers back to their native land mere 
physical wrecks. 
One of the saddest 


phases of the home-coming of these in- 
validtransports is the almost inevitable 
fate of some of the soldiers. 
Theyhave 


heldout against grimdeath allthrough 
the long, weary journey only to suc- 
cumb the first week in the hospital. 
There is another mound in thePresidio 
cemetery, taps are sounded and the 
soldier is at rest. 


When one of the transports sailed out 


of Manila Bay bearing many wounded 
and Invalid soldiers, who looked with 
longing,' wistful eyes for a sight of the 
Golden Gate, hoping and praying that 
they might liveto see that day, there 
was one old; weather-beaten 
soldier 


aboard who insisted upon coming home 
although the physicians hadn't adonbt 
but that he woulddie on the journey. 
He had gone down to the veryportals 
ofdeath, but that stubborn spirit which 
had never allowed him to think for a 
moment of surrendering 
to the enemy 


still asserted itself, and he was deter- 
mined never to surrender 
to the last 


enemy —death —while on the shores of 
the Filipinos. 
Die he must and he 


knew he would, but itmust be on the 
sea on -the homeward-bound 
trip, or 


when he had reached the shores of the 
Golden Gate. 
Lower and lower he 


sank, the spark oflifeseemed to die out, 
and 
then a determined 
will-power 


wouldfan the little,feeble spark of life 
into renewed 
effort. 
Something 
was 


on his mindand he tossed uneasily and 
brooded overit untilone day when his 
lifecurrent seemed at its lowest ebb he 
called for an officer and took him into 
his confidence. 
He had saved $700 and 


when he died he wanted the entire 
amount 
turned over to Miss Helen 


Gould, tobe used for the benefit of sick 
and destitute soldiers. 
He said 
he 


knew what afriend she was to the boys 
inblue, and that she would see that it 
went for the purpose it was intended. 
If he gave it incare of some one else 
they might squander his hard-earned 
$700 or appropriate it for some other 
purpose. 
He had a wise bead, forhe 


knew he could confide his "littleall" 


intono more faithful hands. 
The offi- 


cer promised 
to carry out his wishes, 


and the oldsoldier became more recon- 
ciled to his fate, but stillhe desired to 
die on shore. 
"Could he hold out?" 


That was his query every day, formore 
than one of the soldiers, not as illas he 
had been and withyouth in theirfavor, 
had

and 
were finishing 


their journey silent passengers in their 
long, narrow boxes. .

5000 German and 3000 French troops is 
heading an expedition to attack Liv 
Kaug Ting at Hui-Lu, 120 miles from 
Pao Ting Fu. Liu's position is inside 
the territory defined by FieldMarshal 
yon Waldersee as the sphere of opera- 
tions for the allies. Livhas 10,000 men 
and has refused toretire, saying that if 
the allies wished him toretire theyhad 
better come out and compel him. 


The Powers are not disposed to press 
China too hard. 
Later figures are com- 
inginrespecting the indemnity claims 
whichslightly modify these claims as 
reported from other sources. 
For in- 
stance, the French claimis now given 
as $56,000,000, 
instead 
of $65,000,000. 
The Bussian claim is about $87,000,000 
and that of Great Britain $27,000,000. 
The littlepowers, those that furnished 
no troops at alloran insignificant num- 
ber, loom up with big bills. Belgium 
wants $6,000,000, and similar claims are 
preferred by Holland and Spain.

the Government has de- 
cided to cease sending re-enforcements 
toSouth Africa. 
It is reported that the health of for- 
mer President Steyn has broken down. 
Itis also said that he has advised allof 
the Boers on commando to surrender. 


Hony De Wet, a member of the Cape 


Assembly, has been sentenced 
by the 
treason court to imprisonment for three 
years, witha fine of £1000, for seditious 
speeches. 


A dispatch from General Kitchener 


says that General Monro's mounted in- 
fantry, after two hours' hard fighting, 
captured 
eighty prisoners, 
including 


Commandant Bresia, at Lietfindeyue, 
near Dewetsdorp. 


Itis said a private telegram has been 


received to 
the effect 
that 
General 
French, 
with 500 British troops, has 


been captured by the Boers while his 
force was enveloped in a mist on the 
hills No confirmation of the report 
has been obtained. 


Aserious seditious movement is now 
spreading 
among the natives. It is 


headed by native ministers, whopreach 
the doctrine of "Africafor Africans," 
and incite the natives to throw offall 
European control. The authorities are 
watching the propaganda, but are re- 
luctant tointerfere through fear ofmak- 
ing martyrs of the ringleaders. 


Colonel SirHenry Rawlison's column 


rushed the south laager, northwest of 
Klocksdorp, at daylight, April 15th. 
Six Boers were killed,ten wounded and 
twenty-three taken prisoners. 
He cap- 


tured a twelve-pounder, one pompom 
complete and two ammunition wagons 
withammunition. 


The British newspapers 
and maga- 


zines, commenting upon the alternat- 
ing periods of hope and apprehension 
which characterize the later stages of 
the South African campaign, compare

with the latter stages 
of the 


American 
war of 
independence,

Intercolonial Conferences 
supplied in a 


way the place of federation. 
But as 


the colonies came more in touch with 
each other, the need of a union became 
more evident. 
" It was then that Sir 


Henry Parkes, 
"The Father of Feder- 
ation," raised 
the idea of Federation 


above all other questions of politics. 
Year after yea* Sir Henry Parkes la- 
bored arduously for the cause; 
time 


and 
again Federation 
had been de- 


clared dead, and not until shown by 
the financial panic of 1892 and the re- 
sulting stagnation of trade didthe peo- 
ple fully realize the folly of disunion. 
The Constitution Bill was passed 
by 


the Imperial Parliament, and on July 
9, 1900, the Royal Asstnt was given to 
the Commonwealth of Australia Con- 
stitution. 
On September 17, 1900, the 


Queen issued a proclamation, declaring 
that on and after January 1, 1901, the 
colonies ofNew South Wales, Victoria, 
Queensland, 
South Australia, Western 


Australia, 
and Tasmania, 
should be 


united in a Federal Commonwealth, 
under 
the name of "The Common- 


wealth of Australia."

condition, in a sanitary point of view, 
than we were then. 
Much of the trade 


that went to other towns during that 
siege has never returned to our mer- 
chants and never willuntil we do our 
sanitary duty. There are empty dwell- 
ing houses here that wouldbe occupied 
if conditions 
were more 
wholesome. 


These things stare us in the face and 
yet we follow the same "penny wise 
and pound foolish," suicidal system. 
This bartering health, happiness and 
lifeitself for filthylucre is un-christian 
like and heathenish. 
For the sake of 


hording up a few moro dollars, we open 
the door and invite to the bosom of our 
families disease— that dread destroyer 
of allhappiness. 


Cuba's decision to send a Commis- 


sion to Washington is perhaps allright 
in a way, but the journey must neces- 
sarily be an unsatisfactory 
and fruitless 


one to the Commission, 
so far as a 


modification of the Platt amendment is 
concerned, 
for the President 
has no 


powerjto repeal or modify an Act of 
Congress. 
The Cubans are standing in 


their own light by not accepting the 
terms of the Platt amendment. 
This 


amendment was necessary just and ulti- 
mate. 
Not one of tho provisions ofthe 


amendment 
can be changed in justice 


to the Cubans 
themselves, 
not taking 


into consideration 
our own interests.

Amador county is blessed 
with many 


people of an original turn of urud, and 
one of these characters IsMr. hi. Kuch- 
enbecker ofRancheria, 
who has invent- 
ed an apparatus useful inplacer mining 
which he dominates. a "self-shooter." 
Inplacer mining itis necessary 
tohave 
quite a head of water in order trU the 
stones and gravel may be washed down 
the race, and to get a sufficient volume 
of water a reservoir is builtat tho head 
of the ravine to impound 
thb water 


and wben it is fulltbe gate is opened 
and the whole reservoir full is sent 
down the gulch. 
This requires a man 


at the dam day and night for the pur- 
pose of opening the gate when the res- 
ervoir gets full, but by Mr.Kuchen- 
becker's 
arrangement 
the- water re- 
leases itself. He has a bucket on the 
end of a long lever and a pipe to con- 
duct water to itlocated near the top of 
the reservoir; the end of the lover is 
connected 
with a lock that holds tho 
gate, and when the reservoir 
is full 
water runs into the bucket 
and. its 
weight causes 
the lever to lower and 
pulls out the lock whileanother bucket 
is being filledat tho same time and this 
pulls the gate open. 
The gate being 
on a pivotabout two-thirds of the way 
down when the water in the reservoir 
gets lowand -begins 
to run under tho 
gate the weight of the water closes the 
gate again; thus it is a self-operating 
apparatus 
and requires 
no *attention 
after it has 
been placed in running 
order. Byusing -this invention many 
lowgrade placers could be worked with 
profit, as itis capable of moving cou- 
siderable ground at a small expense. 
Mr.Kuchenbecker 
has been making a 


success of an old placer claim and has 
demonstrated 
by 
practice 
that it is 
feasible.

be carted for the use of the shepherds, 
that of the lake being too salt for hu- 
man consumption. 
The place remained 


more or less dry until 1802, the year of 
the great floods in that part of the col- 
ony, when itagain became 
filled, with 


an average 
depth of nine feet 
Since 


then the surface level of the lake has 
varied considerably, 
but the bed has 


never been so dry as in former years. 
There are indications that many hun- 
dreds of years ago the lake covered a 
far larger area than any yet recorded, 
remains of trees over 100 years old be- 
ing found in spots formerly under wa- 
ter. 
The saline character of the lake is 


the more remarkable by reason of its 
being fed by pure and sparkling fresh 
water streams. 


The lake was discovered by a bush- 
man in 1820 and was known to the 
blacks as the "big water." Itwas then 
supposed to form the source of a river 
having its mouth on the south coast, 
but 
subsequent 
visitors 
were 
much 


perplexed at the manner in which the 
blacks avoided the lake, of which they 
appeared 
to entertain 
a superstitious 


dread, one aged aboriginal stating she 
had seen it all covered with trees, an- 
other explaining that the whole of the 
water sunk 
through 
the bottom 
and 


disappeared, 
while others remembered 


the 
lake 
only -as a series 
of small 


ponds.

be given to rabbits and various birds 
In pretty large doses.
